THE HIGH SCHOOL QUESTION 


THE School Board has presented to the 


Council a resolution foiirully asking that 
Cheyenne 
Avenue be vacated 
between 


Weber Street and Nevada Avenue in oider 
that the land may revert to the School Dis- 
trict to be u.sed a:> a part of the site for the 
new buildings. 1 ht^ action has been taken 
onh after a \er\ careful iavestigation of the 
problem, both by the School Board and the 
Educational Committee of ihe Chamber of 
Commerce, and it ha* been indoised by the 
unanimous vote of 'the ChVnber of Com- 
merce Directors: 


The resolution recites the voting of a 


bond issue last year for the purchase of new 
ground and the erection of buildings, and 
the consequent purchase b> the Board of 
the triangular tract across Cheyenne Ave- 
nue from the present High School grounch. 
The reason^ for asking that the street be 
vacated are that it v ould ''permit the plan- 
ning of a much larger high school plant, 
which uill be adequate for future growth 
as well as for present needs;" greater pei- 
sdnal safety of the pupils from the vehicle 
traffic which passes along Cheyenne A\e- 
nue, and the etirnination of dust aoid noi<£. 


Opposition to the 'closing of the street 


comes chiefly from people living imme- 
diately north and east of the High School, 
and is based on personal interest. At first 
their objection was based on the necessity 
of their walking around the block to get to 
the business part of the city, but this has 
been removed by the adoption of a com- 
promise building plan \vlnch leaves space 
for the passage of pedestrians through the 
grounds. The opposition at present, we be- 
lieve, rests dn the supposed harm that will 
be done bv cuitinjL uff_the_vie_\v of North 
Park trom the northeastern end 
< > t Che\- 


enne Avenue. 


Perhaps it \vould be unfah to criucise the 


le^idents of that MUIUU tor opposing the 
change, but the answer to their objection is 
that the end to be sought i* the greatest 
good _pf the greatest numbei. Nou that the 
School District owns all ot the land on both 
sides of the street in the block in question 
the Boaid is in a position to effect sub- 
stantial economies in management b\ utih/- 
ing the street. Such reduction in expense is 
estimated at not 'Jess than JiS.nOO a yeaX 
or the product of ahmt <>ne and one-fourth 
mtlls of taxation

DENVER, Maj 6 —House bill 200. en- 


ar ted bv the Eighteenth general assem- 
blv ,md providing for road improve- 
ment?, today was declared invalid by 
(he ^tate supreme court. The decision 
affirmed tht contention of Attorney 
General Benjamin Griffith that the ab- 
sence of the record of senate roll call 
on the measure Impaired its legality. 


Under the decision the $500,000 sur- 


plus from the internal revenue funds 
is not available for road building pur- 
poses. 
Previously Governor Shafroth 


vetoed the road appropriation bill en- 
acted by the last legislature 
Accord- 


ingly, no money 1* available for road 
work and will not be until the next as- 


meets In January, 1913.
